BOUNDARIES OF WARDS 

WARD NO. I:—^The boundary of this ward begins from 
the junction of Anand Road with Gurudwara Road 
and runs in easterly direction along the southern side 
of Anand Rond upto the Bazar Boundary Pillar 
No. 2; from there it turns in southern direc.ion along 
the Bazar Boundary upto the junction of Mithal 
■Street, t hen it turns in South western direction along 
the northern side of. Mithai Street upto its junction 
wjth Chandbhai Lane. It then turns in North Western 
direction aiong the eastern side of Cnatidbhai Lane 
upto the junction of Guiudwnra Road, then it tuns 
aiong the eastern side of Gurudwnra Road upto the 
junction of Anand Road; i.e. the starling point. 

WARD NO. II :—^The boundary of this ward begins at 
junction of the Anand Road with Gunidwara Road 
and turns in South eastern direction along the 
Gurudwara Road upto its junction with Chandbhai 
‘ Lane. From there it turns aiong Chandbhai Lane 
upto its jiuictioii w th Sanitaiy Lane, Then it turn:, 
in south western diie^tion along Sanitary Lane 
upto its junction with Wadner Road. From there it 
turns in southern dhection along Wadner Road upto 
its junction with Mithai Street. It then runs along 
the Mithai Street upto the junction of Nullah, then 
it turns in eastern diiection running along the North 
Nullah the boundary passes through Bazar Boundary 
Pillar Nos. 11 to 17 upto its junction with Lam 
Road.

From 
there it turns in westerly direction along the Napier 
Road Upto the junction of Temple Hill Road and 
Dhondi Road. Then running along the Dhondi Road, 
tho boundary meets at its junction with Hospital 
Road II ih"n unns in north-we't'’in diu'ction along 
the Hospital Road upto Nullah (upto the culvert on 
Hospital Road). The boundary further turns in 
westcrnly direction along the Nullah upto tho junc- 
iion of Lawrence Road. From there it turns in 
north eastern direction along the Lawrence Road 
upto tho junction of AUemby Road; then along the 
Lawrence Road the boundary meets the western 
side compound wall of Fathima Sanatorium bearing 
Properly No. 850 to 855 on I jwrcricc Road.

Fiom 
there it runs in eastern direction along the northern 
compound wall of Fathima Sanitorium (850 to 
8551. Poonawalla Cottage (Property bearing No, 850 
to 862), Al.mVar Co-op Housing Society (Property 
bearing No. 1048), State Bank of India (Property 
bearing No 1035 and I0357A) and Garibdai Chawl 
(Property bearing No. 957 and 958) upto the junc¬ 
tion of Butchery Road. From there it tnm* in 
southerly direction, along the Butchery Road upto tho 
junction of Lawrence Road nnd Anand Road. From 
there it ttirns in easterly direction along the Anand 
Road upto the junction of Giiriidwara Road I.e. the 
starting point.
